Rogge said that he had not discussed his program of cooperation with 
GREENGUSS before going to Kashiiirton on 6/27/50. He did, however, discuss

On Juno 28 , 155o, Rogge took up the matter with 0RE333LASS and now 
ho hac the auporlty of his client to offer his cooperation. Rogge said 
that until this program of cooperation is worked out he does not want the 
matter discussed with ROSENBERG.
